Cabinet  Power 
Halted  By  Court

ITie  annual  varsity-freshman  basketball  game  may 
take  on  added  interest  if  the  current  trend  continues. 
Coach  Gary  Earnest  and  Neil  Roberts  may  have  to 
suit  up  for  the  game  due  to  rapid  depletion  of  frosh 
personnel  in  recent  days. 

Coach  Gary  Earnest  reduced  his  squad  last  week 
and  seems  content  to  work  with  the  1 1 remaining. 
Recently  a rash  of  circumstances  have  reduced  that 
number  to  seven  available  players  as  of  Tuesday 
evening. 

The  difficulties  began  when  one  player  quit  because 
of  financial  problems  dropping  the  team  down  to  10. 

THREE  LOST 

The  trickle  turned  into  a flood  Tuesday  evening, 
however.  Coach  Earnest  lost  three  important  players 
for  the  season  inaugural. 

Big  Clyde  Baker,  a standout  performer  in  last  year’s 
Utah  high  school  play,  has  been  suffering  most  of  the 
fall  with  a knee  problem  and  was  definitely  lost 
Tuesday  for  the  varsity  clash . 

If  the  loss  of  Baker  isn’t  enough,  Coach  Earnest 
received  word  that  Mike  Barb,  an  eastern  recruit,  will 
be  lost  for  the  season  due  to  a conference  ruling 
making  him  ineligible  for  play  until  next  season. 

ONE  MORE 

To  cap  the  whole  day  off,  the  doctors  took  another 
of  the  Kitten  hopefuls  from  the  game  lineup  when  it 
was  diagnosed  that  Phillip  Tollestrup  was  suffering 
from  mononucleosis. 

Seven  men  remain  to  carry  the  freshman  colors  into 
the  Saturday  night  battle.  If  the  team  loses  other 
players.  Coaches  Earnest  and  Roberts  may  be  turning 
the  annual  affair  into  an  alumni  game  which  some 
even  now  propose  instead  of  the  annual  family  feud. 

Regardless  of  the  eventual  lineup,  the  game  should 
prove  to  be  of  important  interest  to  those  who  suffer 
from  football  frustratitis. 


The  ASBYU  Cabinet  does  not 
have  legislative  power,  but  is  to 
remain  as  an  advisory  bo^  to  the 
ASBYU  President. 

So  said  the  ASBYU  Supreme 
Court  Thursday  night  in  their 
history-making  decision  in  the  case 
of  the  ASBYU  Attorney  General 
vs.  The  ASBYU  Cabinet. 

There  was  one  abstention  as  the 
high  court  arrived  at  a four-zero 
decision.  The  case  heard 
Wednesday  evening. 

The  justices  declared:  “It  is  the 
decision  of  the  ASBYU  Supreme 
Court  that  the  ASBYU  Cabinet 
does  not  have  legislative  power. 
Article  II,  Section  I,  Sub-section  A 
of  the  ASBYU  Constitution 
specifics  that  The  legislative  power 
herein  granted  shall  be  vested  in  the 
Executive  Council . . .’  Therefore, 
legislation  enacted  by  the  Cabinet 
is  hereby  declared  null  and  void." 

During  the  trial,  the  defense  lead 
by  Mike  Edmunds,  Senior  Gass 
President,  sought  a definition  of 
the  role  that  the  cabinet  should 
play  in  student  government.  The 
Justices  urged  "^hat  the  Student 
body  President  should  insure  that 
the  Cabinet  has  the  opportunity  to 
operate  effectively”  as  an  advisory 
group  to  the  president  and  as  “a 
tool  to  aid  in  the  correlative  efforts 
of  student  government.’’ 

Arguing  the  case  for  the  ASBYU 
Attorney  General’s  office  was  Judy 
Geissler,  counsellor  pro  tempore. 
After  hearing  the  decision,  she  said. 


“My  thanks  go  to  all  who  helped  us 
in  this  case.  Mike  Edmunds,  did  an 
extremely  fine  job  of  defending, 
but  there  was  no  doubt  in  my  mind 
that  we  would  win.” 

In  this  action,  the  Supreme 
Court  declared  null  and  void  the 
October  2 Cabinet-initiated 
motion  legislating  powers  and 
limitations  of  powers  of  the 
Cabinet,  including  a 
supplementary  motion  which  was 
forwarded  to  the  Executive 
Council  for  consideration. 

The  Supreme  Court  decision 
stated:  “.  . . the  Constitution, 
previous  practice,  and  the  nature  of 
the  Cabinet  imply  that  the  Cabinet 
exists  as  a representative  body  of 
student  interest  to  serve  in  an 
advisory  capacity  to  the  student 
body  president.’’ 

“Furthermore,  it  is  the  opinion 
of  the  Court  that  the  Student  body 
President  should  insure  that  the 
Cabinet  has  the  opportunity  to 
operate  effectively  in  the 
aforementioned  functions. 
Inasmuch  as  the  President 
establishes  the  Cabinet,  it  is  his 
responsibility  to  recognize  the 
Cabinet’s  interests  and  desires  and 
to  take  them  into  consideration  in 
making  his  policies  and  decisions.” 

One  of  the  sidelights  of  the  case, 
was  who  should  be  the  chairman  of 
the  Cabinet,  was  left  undecided. 
The  court  made  no  statement  as  to 
what  action  would  be  taken,  if  any, 
on  this  point.

BYU  Woos

A topic  which  hasn’t  come  under  fire  for  some  time  which  is  a very 
warm  issue,  is  that  ever-loving  eternal  entity  called  marriage. 

BYU  has  long  been  subject  to  “woos  and  wows”  by  rival  universities 
because  of  its  unsurpassed  record  in  matching  peoples  through  that 
groovy  dynamic  process  of  courtship.

“Not  even 
obtaining  a degree  is  as  important  as  obtaining  a proper  husband  or  wife,” 
he  said. 

John  A.  Widtsoe  is  credited  with  saying  BYU  should  always  exist,  if  for 
no  other  reason  than  to  provide  an  environment  for  Church  youth  to  meet 
each  other  and  begin  courtship.

There’s  a lot  of  emphasis  on  marriage  at  BYU. 

Recently  in  a CDFR  360  class  the  instructor  asked  each  pupil  to  invite 
their  steady,  mate  or  friend  to  class.  A couple  of  girls  forgot  to  invite  boys 
and  the  instructor  dismissed  the  girls  from  class  and  the  exercise  that  day . 
That’s  real  persuasion.
